will be the second consecutive good 
year,” Bradfute asserted. 
“ It is a 
rem arkable jum p from the low poin 
in agriculture depression reached In 
the crop season of 1921-1022 when 
the farm ers’ total income am ounted 
to only seven and a half billion dol­ 
lars. 
“ While the new crop season is only 
four weeks old conditions all point 
to a record breaking year. Last year 
showed a decided tu rn for the better 
in many parts of the country and 
Hie coming crop year which ends on 
J u n e 30th should be even better. 
“ In 1922 and 1923, the farmers' 
total income wras nine billions. 
The 
crop season of 1923 and 1924 brought 
the farmers nine and a half billions 
and the crop season 
which 
ended 
J u n e 30th of 
this 
year 
brought 
around nine and three-fourth s 
bil­ 
lions. 
“ The bureau figures, therefore, i n ­ 
dicate th a t with a n y t h in g like favor­ 
able w eather conditions th e coming 
season will bring into the farm house 
more th a n ten billion dollars,” he 
said. 
B radfute explained th a t the farm 
bureau federation figured the f a r m ­ 
ers’ income at 
approxim ately 
two 
billion dollars less than the govern­ 
ment. 
The government includes f 
its estimates the production consum ­ 
ed on the farm. 
A bumper crop with high prices 
for hogs and cash corn and rising 
prices for cattle are features which 
make Bradfute optimistic. 
This is 
offset to a certain 
extent 
by 
tm 
shortage in the hog crop. 
“ The Pacific coast which last year 
suffered from droughts and froiL re 
ports a much better outlook fcr the 
new season. The w'heat crop is short. 
The wheat states of North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas 
will suffer at least a ten per cent 
drop over last y e a r ’s returns. 
“ The dairy sections of Minnesota. 
Wisconsin and Michigan are show ­ 
ing improvement, but these states do 
not report as good crop conditions as 
do the eastern dairy states.”

Not Ready to Quit 
“ There's no truth in 
that 
story 
that I ve given up Philadelphia as a 
bad Job and that I'm ready to quit at 
the end of another six m onths,” he 
said. 
“ T h a t ’s all garbled 
every­ 
thing I say is garbled, twisted, dis­ 
torted. to suit the w ets or drys, and 
the politicians. 
“ My leave from the Marines 
e x ­ 
pires at the end 
of 
another 
six 
months. 
After that, i f s up to the 
President of the United States w h e ­ 
ther I stay here, 
lie's my boss. 
“ I ve been here since Jan. I, 1924, 
so this is my second year and I’ve 
found out that the people of P h ila ­ 
delphia are no better and no worie 
than anybody else.

Bundle of Statistics 
The general reached for a bundle 
of statistic sheets, to show the trend 
of the war on crime. 
He spread I 
them out. as he used to spread out 
his war maps in the old marine days. 
And tracing a blunt finger down 
the columns, he showed that there 
were 478 hold-ups in the first six 
months of 1923, and only 185 in the 
first six months of 1925.

A tieup of British mines will have its effect on world prices 
and coal importations from America will necessarily stimulate 
the price in America.

No man is laid e nough to tell tho 
truth about him self during ills life­ 
time, Involving, as it must, the truth 
about his family and friends and col 
leagues. And no man is good enough 
to tell the t rut Ii to posterity iii a 
document which he suppresses until 
there is nobody left alive to contr a­ 
dict him. 
I speak with the more confidence 
on the subject because I have myself 
tried the experim ent, wit Ii i ti certain 
timid limits, of be in g candidly a u to ­ 
biographical. 
But I have produced no permanent 
impression, because nobody has t v*>r 
believed me.

It is a very large fa m ­ 
ily, ru nnin g to about 40 first cousins 
aud to innumerable

tee­ 
totalers; nor did all its members re­ 
main until deatli ut* to 
the 
very 
moderate legal standard of sanity. 
One of them discovered an abso­ 
lutely original method of c o m m ittin g 
suicide. 
It was sim ple to the verge 
of triteness; yet no h u m a n being had 
ever thought of it before. 
it w as 
also amusing. 
But in th e act of car­ 
rying it out, my relative Jammed tin1 
mechanism of his boart 
possibly in 
tile paroxysm of laughter, w h ic h the 
mere narration of ills suicidal m e t h ­ 
od has never since failed to provoke 
and, if I may be allowed to state 
the result in my Irish way, be died 
about a second before he succeeded 
in k il li ng himself. 
The coroner’s jury found that he 
died “ Irom natural c a u s e s ; ” and the 
secret of the suicide was kept, not 
only from the public, but from most 
of tile family. 


I revealed that secret 
in private 
conversation to the brilliant jo urna l­ 
ist aforesaid. 
Ile 
shrieked 
with 
laughter, and printed tho whole story 
in his next causerie. 


It never for a moment occurred to 
him that it was true. 
To this day 
he regards mo as the most reckless 
liar in London. 
Meanwhile, tho e x ­ 
tent to which I stood compromised 
with my relative's wid ow and broth­ 
ers and sisters may he imagined.

He eats anything that is green, and 
seems equally ut home on the plains 
or in the forests and jungles, on tile 
high mountain slopes or down in tile 
swampy lowlands. 
His trunk is one 
of the most extraordinary organs of 
nature. 
It contains the finest smell­ 
ing apparatus on earth, and when the 
proximity of man is suspected 
the 
trunk is raised in the air and care­ 
fully turned in all directions, ‘-feel­ 
ing” for the man-smell in the wind. 
Once an elephant gets that smell he 
does one of two tilings. 
Ile either re­ 
treats quietly and rapidly or charges. 
Years of experience in matching his 
wiles with those of man and his high- 
powered ride has taught the elephant 
that it is safer to remain in the dense 
forests. An elephant can move through 
these forests with no more noise than 
would he made by a mouse, and tile 
growth in these forests is frequently 
so impenetrable the hunter can make 
progress only by following the wind­ 
ing elephant trail. 


All autobiographies are lies. 
I do 
not mean unconscious, unintentional 
lies; I mean deliberate lies. 
No mil ii is had enough to tell th* 
truth about himself during his life­ 
time, involving, as it must, the truth 
about Ii in family and friends and col­ 
leagues.

Like most large families, it 
did not consist exclusively of 
tee­ 
totalers; nor did all its members re­ 
main until death up to 
the 
very 
moderate legal standard of sanity. 
One of them discovered an abso­ 
lutely original method of committing 
suicide. 
If was simple to the verge 
of triteness; yet no human being had 
ever thought of it before. 
It was 
also amusing. 
But in the act of car­ 
rying it out, my relative jammed t Ii*' 
mechanism of his heart 
possibly iii 
the paroxysm of laughter, which the 
mere narration of his suicidal meth­ 
od has never since failed to provoke 
— and, if I may he allowed to stat*1 
tile result in my Irish way, ho died 
about a second before he succeeded 
in killing himself. 
The coroner’s jury found that he 
died ‘‘from natural causes;” and the 
secret of the suicide was kept, not 
only from the public, hut from most 
of the family. 
I revealed that secret in private 
conversation to the brilliant journal­ 
ist aforesaid. 
He 
shrieked 
with 
laughter, and printed the whole story 
in his next causerie. 
It. never for a moment occurred to 
him that it was true. 
To this day 
he regards me as the most reckless 
liar in London. 
Meanwhile, the ex­ 
tent to which I stood compromised 
with my relative's widow and broth­ 
ers and sisters may be imagined.— 
George Bernard Shaw in MoNaught's.
